REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


It has been the aim of the Board to so conduct the school affairs 
of the town as to give a good return for the money expended. 
We have tried to raise the standard as to qualifications for teach- 
ing and have partly succeeded. It would seem to be to the in- 
terest of both scholars and patrons to hire teachers who are more 
competent, even if the length of term should be slightly reduced 
to accomplish it. Better a shorter term under a competent teach- 
er than a longer term under a poor teacher. 

The Vertical system of penmanship has been introduced, with 
results which should satisfy candid minded people as to the wis- 
dom of this course. The same might be said of the Werner 
Primer for those beginning to read. 

A fair degree of interest has been manifested, in some of the 
districts, on the part of parents and others, in the progress of 
the schools. An hour spent several times a year in the school 
room with the children may prove an important stimulus to both 
teacher and scholars. | . 

One of the school rooms has been put into a more enjoyable 
and another into a more comfortable condition for the pupils. 
Much might be done—and should be done—through the co- 
operation of parents, scholars and teachers toward beautifying 
the school rooms. Appropriate pictures and mottoes with which 
to adorn the walls,and other articles which would make the 
school rooms more attractive, might be spared from some homes 
without being greatly missed and might prove much more of an 
inspiration and a blessing than by keeping them where they are. 

A Teachers’ Institute, combined with the examination of teach- 
ers, was held in the Cram district in the Fall term. ‘The fore- 
noon was devoted to the local school, with the teacher in charge, 
and the afternoon session to the examination and instruction of 
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teachers. These institutes might be held once or. twice each 
term with a considerable degree of profit to both teachers and 
scholars. | 

While the number of names on the Roll of Honor is encour- 
aging, yet a larger number of names should be registered. The 
requirements are that the pupil shall have been present every 
half day of the term without having been tardy. Parents can 
aid in this matter by seeing that their children are not unneces- 
sarily detained at home and that they start from home in suff- 
cient time to reach the school room before the time for the 
opening of the school. 


The school at Centre Harbor village was in session thirty 
weeks. Twenty-six and_ three-fifths weeks of this time was 
taught by Miss Fannie P. Meloon. A short term of five weeks, 
of which three and two-fifths were public school, was taught by 
Miss Gertrude L. Kivlin. Number of registered scholars, includ- 
ing one from the town of Moultonboro, 27. On the Roll of 
Honor for two terms are the following names: Maude J. Leigh- 
ton, Edna L. Hanson, Mabel E. Hanson. For one term: 
Mildred M. McKnight, Joe A. McDonald, Jack A. McDonald 
and Pearl I. Leighton. 


The ‘Town House school was in session but one term of ten 
weeks. Miss Lillian Colburn was the teacher. ‘The whole num- 
ber of scholars registered was six. On the Roll of Honor is the 
name of Clarence D. Davis. This school was combined with the 
Cram school for the Fall and Winter terms. 


The Cram school was in session twenty-five weeks. The first 
term was taught by Miss Ida R. Webster, the second and third 
terms, by Miss Gertrude L. Kivlin. On the Roll of Honor are 
the names of Alonzo Jenness, Chester A. Jenness, Clarence Jen- 
ness and Laurice R. Hawkins for one term and Raymond C. 
Mack for two terms. The whole number of pupils registered, 
including three from the town of Meredith and two from the 
Town House district, is 14.

The Hawkins school was in session twenty-six weeks. ‘The 
teacher for the first term was Miss E. May Whitcher and for the 
second and third terms Miss Lillie May Cook. Whele number 
of pupils registered, 14. No names appear on the Roll of 
Honor. 


The Neck school was in session twenty-six weeks. The first 
term was taught by Miss Viola V. Evans and the balance of the 
year by Miss Ida R. Webster. ‘The whole number of pupils 
registered is 18. On the Roll of Honor for the entire year are 
the following names: Hugh L. Gibson, Ethel F. Gibson, Mark 
W. Downing and Warren S. Downing. For one term (16 weeks), 
Priscilla V. Gibson, Claudine Gibson and Mary O. Gibson. 


May there ever be a hearty co-operation on the part of teach- 
ers, scholars, parents and others that the children of the town 
may have the best education that money and proper care can 
give them.
